such veterinary qualification declaring that it shall 
be a recognised veterinary qualification only when 
granted after a specified date . 

( 3 ) The Central Government, after consultation 
with the Council, may , by notification in the Official 
Gazette , amend the Second Schedule by directing 
that an entry be made therein in respect of any 
veterinary qualification declaring that it shall be a 
recognised veterinary : qualification only when 
granted before a specified date. 

(4 ) Where the Council has refused to recommend 
any veterinary qualification which has been proposed 
for recognition by any authority referred to in sub 
-section ( 2 ) and the authority applies to the Central 
Government in this behalf, the Central Government, 
after considering such application and after obtain 
ing from the Council a report, if any, as to the 
reasons for any such refusal, may, by notification 
in the Official Gazette , amend the Second Schedule 
so as to include such qualification therein and the 
provisions of sub -section ( 2 ) shall apply to such 
notification .

nary qualification in relation to a specified college 
or institution affiliated to any veterinary institution 
only when granted after a specified date : 

Provided that before issuing such notification the 
Central Government may consult the Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research .

received within three months from the furnishing of 
the copies as aforesaid .

(4 ) The accounts of the Council as certified by 
the Comptroller and Auditor -General of India or 
any person appointed by him in this behalf , together 
with the audit report thereon , shall be forwarded 
annually to the Central Government and that Gov 
ernment shall cause the same to be laid before each 
House of Parliament. , 

(5 ) A copy of the accounts of the Council as so 
certified together with the audit report théreon shall 
be forwarded simultaneously to the Council. 


( 2 ) Every rule made by the Central Government 
under this Act shall be laid , as soon as may be, after 
it is made, before each House of Parliament , while 
it is in session , for a total period of thirty days 
which may be comprised in one session or in two or 
more successive sessions, and if , before the expiry 
of the session immediately following the session or 
the successive sessions aforesaid , both Houses agree 
in making any modification in the rule, or both 
Houses agree that the rule should not be made, the 
rule shall , thereafter, have effect only in such 
modified form or be of no effect, as the case may be ; 
so , however, that any such modification or annul 
ment shall be without prejudice to the validity of 
anything previously done under that rule.
